GIVES BRITISH VIEW 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—An 8,000 word 
cofmmunique by the armaments com- 
mittee after today’s meeting was in 
the form of a paraphrase of the state- 
ment made for the delegation of each 
power with respect to the British pro- 
posal that submarines be abolished as 
a naval weapon. 

The argument of Lord Lee of the 
British admiralty came first. It stated 
the view of the British government to

be “that what was required was not, 


merely restrictions on submarines, but 
their total and final abolishment.” 

Lord Lee presented the following es- 
timates of existing submarine tonnage: 

United States, 83,500; Great Britain, 
80,500; Japan, 32,000; France, 28,360. 
and Italy 18,260. 

He pointed out that under the Amer- 
ican proposals of 90,000 tons each for 
Great Britain and the United States 
and 54,000 for Japan, the United States 
could build 6,600 tons, Great Britain 
9,500, and Japan 21,800, with the other 
two countries in proportion. 


States His Objections. 


“He felt bound to say,” the para- 
phrase continued, “that it seemed to 
him very strange to put before a con- 
ference on the limitation of naval 
armament proposals designed to foster 
and increase the type of war vessels 
which, according to the British view, 
Was Open to more objection than sur- 
face capital ships.” 

Lord Lee said friends of the sub- 
marine contended that it was a legitj- 
mate weapon of weaker powers and an 
effective and economical means of de- 
fense- for coast lines and maritime 
communications. Both contentions 
could be challenged on_ technical 
grounds and “ were clearly disproved 
by recent history,” the paraphrase 
said. 

Lord Lee declared that methods of 
location, detection, and destruction of 
submarines had proceeded much fur- 
ther than the developments of subma- 
rines themselves and greatly reduced 
the value of submersibles against mod- 
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“legitimate naval] warfare” had been 
*‘ almost insignificant.” 

“No less than 16,000,000 British 

troops had crossed and recrossed the 
English channel during the war and 
not one man had been lost frem the 
action of submarines, except on board 
hospital ships,” the paraphrase de- 
clared. “ Later, some 2,000,000 United 
States troops had been brought across 
the Atlantic and the submarine had 
proved equally powerless in their 
case,” 
“In fact,” the communique con- 
tinued, “the U-boat, whether consid. 
ered as an offensive or a defensive 
weapon against any sort of organized 
naval foree had proved almost con- 
temptible.” | 

Success Against Merchant Ships. 

Lord Lee asserted that submarines 
had “‘achieved real success against 
merchant ships only,” and made the 
following summary of what German 
submarines had accomplished against 
mercantile vessels in the war: 

“No less than.twelve million tons 
of shipping had been sunk, of a value 
of $1,100,000,000 apart from their car- 
go. Over 20,000 noncombatants, men, 
women, and children, had been 
drowned. It is true that this action 
had been undertaken in violation of

“Were we to assume,” Lord Wee 
continued, “ that Germany was always

He 
argued that “the submarine had 
proved itself to be unequal to gaining 
control of the seas, and could not be 
considered as a dominating weapon.” 


It was undeniable, he contended, that 
the submarine “could be used under 
honorable conditions.”

They are un- 
certain how the bonus is to be provided, what 
form it will take, or how much it will be. 

It is plainly indicated all over the country that 
the nation must do something if it is to relieve an 
unpleasant situation. The soldiers have come 
believe that the country, having no further use 
for them as soldiers, is wholly through with them. 

When the nation conscripted men it hag to do 
economic and social inequity. It was not as if all 
the able bodied men of a tribe went out to fight 
off a danger. In such case virtually all men an 
all families are involved in the same chances. In 
our case a great many more able bodied men were 
left at home than were sent to war. 

The men who were lft in an office paid more 
for their food and clothing than they did in peace 
times, and if they came under the income tax 
classifications they paid more direct taxes, but 
that is virtually the only hardship the war forced 
en them, and as a war hardship it was nothing, 

These men did not have their lives broken down. 
They kept their jobs. They continued making 
money. The soldier went away to very different 
things, to the h of death or injury, to the 
certainty of exposure, hard living, lice, filth, and 
iron rule. He lost his job. He lost his opportunity 
of providing for himself or dependents and of 
advancing himself, 

It was an economic and social setback for, the 
soldiers even if they had the best luck whieh the 
It is impossible ever to 
equalize these different conditions or to recompense 
‘in any material way the men who went or were 
sent to war. The nation asked more of them, and 
a great deal more, than it asked of the men who 
were allowed to stay at heme.

National indifference has persisted so long and 
the discontent of the soldiers has increased so 
much that we'll probably find cash the only me- 
dium of compensation and readjustment. Con- 
gress will have to discover and decide upon the 
form, and then it must make the more consequen- 
tial decision—-where is the money to be had? 

The only hesitancy decent Americans had re- 
garding the bonus arose out of their fear that it 
might so affect the country’s economics that the 
evil would react painfully even upon the men 
given the money. 

-It has been said that the United States can 
apply the st owed America by Europe to pay- 
ment of the seryice men. That will hardly work 
because the money cannot be collected now and 
we fear that if America importtined Europe as a 
debt collector to pay a bonus "to American soldiers 
the work of the Washington conference might as 
well be torn up. Europe thinks the United States 
got off very easy and is very rich, and additional 
European burdens to pay American soldiers, even 
if it is a debt, would be pepper in a sore eye. We 
have other important uses we can make of the 
det of Burope to the United States. 

The legalizing of beer and wine is suggested, 
with a tax on them sufficient to meet the bonus 
payments. The drys will pay no bonus if that is 
its .souree. The wets might he willing to pay a. 
top notch one if they could bring beer and wine 
back within the law. If that discussion ever gets 
under way it will be moralistic and not economic. 
It may be worth a test in congress at that. 

The gales tax and bonds are suggested. The 
money must come out of the pockets of the Ameri- 
ean people in some fashion and in a fashion which 
will produce the least economic shock, If a soldier 
gets $500 and loses his job the nation has dene him 
no good. 

Whatever the difficulties and even the dangers 
mayy be, it is apparent that some equalization of 
the soldier’s status and the stay at home atatus 
must be undertaken.

in the rough. 

That feeling is growing and the country gannot 
afford te allow it to grow. There never has been 
any question regarding the equity of the compen- 
sation. We have admitted that there could net be 
apy adequate material compensation, but the coun- 
_ try might as well also admit that there must be 
some compensation. 3 é 

In our carelessness we have not treated any 
soldier very well. The record of the treatment 
of disabled men is not good. The attempts to fit 
the jobless soldier back into civil life have not 
been satisfactory. The nation has blundered al! 
along the line. That might have been expected. 
Now thre is a situation which cannot be dodged 

ny longer and ought not to be dodged. Congress 
get down to business with the representa- 
tives of the soldiers.

selling of May by a leading cash house 
at 4%@5c difference, and also a great 
deal of spreading and back spreading be- 
tween the May and the July. ) 


Market’s Sentiment Bullish. 


Sentiment was bullish, but the upturn 
held to free selling by recent buyers 
and there was also free selling of May 
here against purchases at Winnipeg. 
The latter market in consequence was 
strong and closed unchanged to ‘sc high- 
er for the day. Little was heard regard- 
ing export demand and sales at the sea- 
board and gulf were small. 

Prospects for rain or; snow in the 
southwest, with some snow reported in 
Kansas during the day, was responsible 
for the comparative weakness of the 
Jaly. Foreign crop reports were mixed, 
with private estimates showing 5,000,- 
000 bu less surplus for Australia than 
recently given.

Relief Bill Boosts Corn. 


Passage of the Russian relief bill by 
the senate and heavy buying of Decem- 
ber corn by cash houses to remove 
hedges against sales to the seaboard for 
export, over 500,000 bu being taken, com- 
bined with short covering and ‘genera! 
buying, advanced prices sharply. Houses 
with country connections sold futures 
very heavily on the advance’and a reac- 
tion followed, but the December re- 
mained strong to the last. Sentiment 
was generally extremely bullish and the 
prospect for a large export business has 
stimulated the outside trade. . 

No. .8 grades in the sample market 
were relatively %c higher as compared 
with the December, while receipts have 
fallen off, due to some extent to the re- 
cent wet weather. 

Oats had a range of 4%4@%oc, and while 
firm with corn early, reacted and closed 
at the bottom. 

Rye was bought by shipping interests, 
but the market was inactive and no ex- 
port business was reported. No. 2 on 
track was nominally 3@3tec over Decem- 
ber.
